MURDERER. 


M erced Enterprise—Railroad Men 
as Train Robbers—A Freak 
of the L ightning—Etc.

A COURT-ROOM SENSATION. 
The D iuim ig Trial K nlivened by an Im ­ 
aginative N ew spaper R eporter. 
S an F ran cisco , March 7th.—Judge Mur­ 
phy’s face was afire this morning when he 
took his seat upon the bench and directed 
the Clerk to call the jury list in the I)im- 
mig case. After this was done his Honor, 
holding a copy of this morning’s Chronicle 
in his hand, said that he did not believe 
the charges contained therein against G. 
K. Porter, one of the jurors, but he felt 
called upon to investigate them, and if he 
found them false he would cite the re­ 
porter for contempt. 
The article mentioned was then read to 
Mr. Porter, who was placed upon the wit­ 
ness-stand and sworn. The charge was 
contained in the concluding paragraph of 
the report of yesterday's proceedings in the 
Dimmig trial, and alleged that as Expert 
Hickox left the stand at the conclusion of 
the session, he met Mr. Porter. The two 
men shook hands, and the jurors asked the 
expetr: “ Well, what do you think of the 
handwriting?” Hickox answered that it 
was without doubt the work of Henrv Ben- 
hayon. The two men then walked from 
the Court-room together, talking about the 
case.Mr. Porter denied the charge most em­ 
phatically and asked permission to explain 
the whole matter. He said that as Mr. 
Hickox passed the jury-box he shook 
hands cordially with Porter, with whom he 
•had been acquainted for many years. Said 
Hickox to Porter “ Do yon think it would 
be improper for a witness (o ask a juror to 
take a drink?” Porter said he did not 
think it would be at all improper, and said 
in return, “ Do you think it would be im­ 
proper for a juror to ask a witness to take 
a good cigar ?” Hickox could not see any­ 
thing improper in either arrangement. 
The two men then walked along Kearny 
street to California and down the latter 
thoroughfare to their offices. 
Expert Hickox supported the statement 
of the juror, and denounced the article in 
question as a “ lie,” and the reporter who 
wrote it as a “ ubiquitous liar.” Judge 
Murphy, without lending his approval to 
these strong terms, said that there had ev­ 
idently been a mistake, and directed the 
District Attorney to prepare affidavits, so 
that the reporter could be cited for con­ 
tempt. 


CALIFORNIA’S ATTRACTIONS. 
V aluable P ublication to be Issued by the 
State Board ot T rade. 
S an Fbancisco, March 7th.—[Special.]— 
At the meeting of the Executive Commit­ 
tee, State Board of Trade, yesterday, a reso 
lution was adopted on motion of Judge 
Stabler, of Yuba, authorizing the Manager 
of the Board, together with the Committee 
on Publication, to prepare a proper pam­ 
phlet of information. This pamphlet will 
be made up in accordance with the recom­ 
mendations of the report of the Committee 
on Publication, liberal extracts from which 
were published recently. The character of 
the pamphlet is outlined clearly in the re­ 
port. A competent editor will have to be 
employed who will give his entire time to 
the work in hand. He will consult freely 
with the members of the committee aud the 
General Manager. 
It was decided to keep the various coun­ 
ties notified of the condition of the exhib­ 
its and also to have a standing committee 
to keep the general exhibit at headquarters 
in order. 
The present lack of artistic 
beauty in the display was accounted for by 
the explanation that it was “made by 
men,” so the presiding officer decided to 
overcome this difficulty and appointed 
Mrs. C. S. Walters the member from Lake 
county and Mrs. W. H. Mills and Mrs. J. 
L. Brown as the committee to supervise 
the headquarters exhibition. 


GRAPES AND W IN E. 
R em arkable Increase of th e V itleultural 
Industry in C alifornia. 
S an F ran cisco , March 7tb.—[Special.]— 
The sixth annual Viticultural Convention 
began at Pioneer Hall to-day. More than 
one hundred viticulturists were present. 
In his address President Arpad Harazsthy 
said that “there was no reason why Cali­ 
fornia wines should not be as good as im­ 
ported wines. As soon as the unwarranted 
prejudice against California wines is eradi­ 
cated from the minds of the people there 
will be an enormous demand for the pro­ 
duction of California makers.” Mr. Ha- 
razsthy reviewed the history of the wine 
industry in this State. There were only 
35,000 acres of vines in the State in 1881, 
but now there are 150,000 acres. At full 
bearing, two years hence, these 150,000 
acres, at $300 per acre, will bp valued at 
$15 000.000. 
The increase of the shipments of wines 
East amounts on average to about 300,000 
gallons a year. The speaker said that the 
reduction of the tax on fruit and spirits 
would bring about a bad result, and should 
not be asked for by the viticulturists. 
Secretary Wheeler said that there were 
over <‘>,000 viticulturists in the State. 
At the evening session, Dr. Manloveof 
Sacramento read a paper on “ Table 
Grapes.” He compared California to the 
land of Canaan. The doctor thought the 
Madeline and Chasselas were the best var­ 
ieties to cultivate for the table. Table 
grapes, he thought, paid better than wine 
grapes. 
Dr. J. Harrison read a paper on “ Cold 
Storage,” after which the session adjourned 
till to-morrow.

ALL AT SEA. 
K t-poblican C ongressm en A lso Divided on 
the Tariff Q uestion. 
[Copyright, 1888, by Vie California Associate,!. Press. I 
W ash in g to n , March 7th —Tne Demo­ 
crats are not alone in a muddle about the 
tariff' revision and the reduction of the sur­ 
plus. The Republicans are badly divided. 
Very few of them regard with any favor 
the bill proposed by the majority of the 
Ways and Means Committee, but in lieu of 
nothing better in the way of revenue re­ 
form they might vote for'it. Randall's hill 
¡ is awaited with much curiosity, and that it 
will be more preferable to the' Republicans 
thru the Mills bill is unquestionably true. 
But the Randall bill will receive a very re­ 
luctant support, if indeed it is supported at 
all, by those Republicans who are opposed 
to a reduction of the tax on whisky. 
I am informed that Randall's bill con­ 
templates a reduction of about $70,000,000, 
of which only $20,000,000 is on customs 
duties. The remainder is in the abolition 
of all tobacco taxes and licenses, the aboli­ 
tion of all taxes on alcohol used in the 
the arts, upon brandy made from fruit, and 
a reduction of the tax on whisky of from 
ninety to fifty cents per gallon. These fig­ 
ures are in the rough, and simply approxi­ 
mate what the probable effect of the bill, if 
passed, would be. 
A Republican member of the Ways and 
Means Committee said to-day that some of 
bis associates were contemplating the in­ 
troduction of a bill which would abolish 
all taxes on tobacco of every description 
and the manufactures thereof in every 
form, and all licenses for the sale and man­ 
ufacture thereof, lessening the revenue by 
$30,000,000, and to repeal the duties on 
sugar, which would 
cut off $58,­ 
000,000 of revenue, and to pay a 
bounty of two cents 
per 
pound 
upon sugar grown in the United States, 
which would make an estimated expend­ 
iture of $6,000,000, leaving a net reduction 
of revenues of $82,000,000. Then it would 
add to the free list anieles that at present 
yield a revenue of $10,000,000, making a 
total reduction in the internal taxes and 
customs duties of $92,000,000. There are 
many Republicans who do not want to ac­ 
cept Randall as a leader in the work of re­ 
vising the tariff, and there are more of 
them who do not want to vote for a reduc­ 
tion of the whisky tax. 
It is evident that the Milk bill cannot 
pass without Republican votes, and it is 
equally sure that no Republican bill can 
pass unless the Democratic opponents of 
the Mills bill vote for it, which is not at all 
probable. The Republicans do not wish to 
go upon record as having obstructed tariff 
revision, but the split in their ranks as to 
the wisest policy to pursue is quite as pro­ 
nounced as that in the Democratic camp. 


T A R IFF REVISION. 
The H ouse W ays and M eans C om m ittee 
Ignore R epublican D em ands. 
W ash in gton, March 7th.—In the Ways 
and Means Committee this morning, after 
ineffectual efforts on the part of the Re­ 
publican members to secure a hearing for 
manufacturers and others on the effects of 
of Mills’ tariff bill, a resolution by Breek- 
enridge, allowing communications to be 
filed, but refusing oral hearing, was adopted 
by a party vote. The Republican mem­ 
bers expressed their opposition to it. The 
committee then adjourned, subject to the 
call of the Chairman. 
A conference of the Democratic mem­ 
bers was field after adjournment, at which 
it was resolved to proceed with the consid­ 
eration of the tariff-revenue bill in com­ 
mittee, when certain information—mainly 
tables—showing the present and prospect­ 
ive tariff receipts, shall be received from the 
printer. It is understood that this will be 
ready in a day or two, and a meeting of 
the committee will probably be called tor 
Friday or Saturdav. 


B ayard’s F lan for Preventiug C hinese 
Im m igration.

W ash in gton, March 7th.—The new con­ 
vention between this country and China is 
practically completed, and it is barely pos­ 
sible that it may be sent to the Senate to­ 
morrow. 
The utmost secrecy has been observed 
regarding the treaty, but in a general way, 
it may be said it will beso framed as to 
positively prohibit the further importation 
of Chinese laborers from Chinese ports. 
The present law restricting immigration for 
a period of ten years, from 1882, will be 
extended six additional years. 
The convention will also include a clause 
to indemnify Chinese subjects for loss to life 
and property suffered by them on American 
soil. The amount of this indemnity it is 
not possible to state with accuracy, but it is 
believed to be less than $500,000.' 
It is understood that the new treaty will 
give Chinese owning real or personal prop­ 
erty of the value of $1,000 or upwards cer­ 
tain privileges in respect to immigration 
that are not enjoyed by their less fortunate 
brethren, and that the same clause will be 
further broadened in other particulars. 
CONGRESS TAKING ACTION. 
W ash in gton, March 7th.—The sub-com­ 
mittee of the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs has agreed to report the bill to give 
effect to the Chinese treaty, which will be 
submitted to the Semite by the President in 
a few days.

Som e of the Facetious O bjections Urged 
to the C hinese Treaty.

W ash in g to n , March 7th.—The new Chi­ 
nese treaty has not yet been sent to the Sen­ 
ate, although it is expected, as was an­ 
nounced in last Sunday’s dispatches, that 
it will be signed and forwarded to the Sen­ 
ate for ratification this week. Since the 
first outline of the treaty was given in these 
dispatches, it has been amended in certain 
respects, and if what is reported of these 
changes is true, the treaty has not been im­ 
proved. The original proposition was to 
exclude from this country all Chinese now 
entitled to the benefit of the previous resi­ 
dence clause, who were not either possessed 
of $1,000 worth of property in the United 
States, or who owed money to that amount 
to citizens of the United States. It is said 
that this property, or debtor, qualification 
has been changed, but to what extent is not 
known. 
It has been facetiously suggested that any 
treaty allowing a Chinaman owing $1,000 
to American citizens to enter the country, 
be changed by the Senate so as to provide 
that the citizen who would allow a China­ 
man to become his debtor in such a sum be 
deported, and that the Chinaman owning 
$1,000 of property in the United States, be 
expected to bear the expenses of such de­ 
portations. 
It is understood that the treaty will also 
allow Chinese entitled to the benefit of the 
previous residence clause in the existing law 
having wives in this country to come and go 
at pleasure. Mr. Morrow says that out of 
5,000 Chinese women in America less than 
100 are married, but he nas no doubt but 
that, under the treaty, a wife could be 
found for as many Chinamen as desired to 
come to this country.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
The Senate. 
W ash in g to n , March 7th.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill, and the provision inserted by 
the House, requiring the public printer to 
rigidly enforce the eight-hour law, was 
stricken out—yeas 32, nays 20. 
Payne offered an amendment appropriat­ 
ing $60,000 for the pay of the Assistant Cus­ 
todians and janitors of public buildings all 
over the country for the current fiscal year, 
and made a statement in explanation and 
advocacy of it, showing the reductions in 
pay and the service at the New York and 
Cincinnati Custom-houses for lack of ap­ 
propriations. This led to a general discus­ 
sion upon the subject of public buildiD gs, 
after which Payne s amendment was voted 
on and defeated—yeas 24, nays 24. 
Thepension bill went over till to-morrow, 
with the understanding that after the morn­ 
ing business it would be taken up and dis­ 
cussed under the five-minute rule and a 
final vote taken before adjournment. 
The Senate then proceeded to executive 
business, and soon adjourned. 
T he H ouse. 
W ashington, March 7th.—The Outh­ 
waite bill was to-day reported to the House 
and placed on the calendar. 
The House adopted a resolution calling 
on the President for the correspondence be­ 
tween our Government and the Govern­ 
ments of Great Britain and Venezuela in 
regard to the boundary dispute between the 
two last-named nations. 
A hill was reported from the Committee 
on Commerce, authorizing the establish­ 
ment ofjlife-saving stations at the following 
points: Entrance to San Francisco harbor, 
the mouth of the Umpqua river. Or.; 
Yaquima bay, Or.; Ilwaca beach, W. T., 
and Gray’s harbor, W. T. 
The House went into Committee of the 
Whole for the consideration of business 
called up by the Committee on Indian Af­ 
fairs. 
The first bill agreed to was one ratifying 
and conferring the agreement w ith 'the 
Gros Ventre, Piegon, Blackfeet and Red 
River Crow Indians in Montana. 
The next bill considered and agreed to 
was that to divide the Sioux Indian Reser­ 
vation into separate small reservations. 
The committee rose, both bills were 
passed, and the House adjourned. 


T he P ostal T elegraph B ill. 
W ashington, March 7th.—The House 
Committee on Commerce, by a vote of 7 to 
to 6. has authorized a favorable report on 
liayner's bill for a system of post tele­ 
graphy. The bill appropriates $8,000.000, 
and places the general supervision under a 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster-General. The 
work of establishing the line is to be done 
under the direction of the Secretary of War. 
The tariff for twentv-word telegrams is to 
be ten cents for 500 miles or less, aud 
twenty cents for from 500 to 1.000 miles, 
and proportionately increased rates for 
longer distances.

TER R IBLE HOLOCAUST. 
Burning o f a P rinting Office—A G reat 
M any Lives Lost. 
Springfield (Mass.). March 7th—3:30 p. 
m.—The Daily Union office is now burning. 
Six or eight people are burned to death. 
The fire threatens to be a big one. 
The Union is the leading Republican pa­ 
per of this city, and had just moved into a 
fine new building, which has been erected 
at great cost. 
AWFUL LOSS OF LIFE. 
S p rin g fie ld (Mass.), March 7th.—The 
fiames in the Union office spread so rapidly 
that only a few of those in the upper 
stories escaped. Mrs. Farley, the society 
editor, was instantly killed by jumping 
from thp window. The composing-room 
was on the filth floor, and the inmates were 
shut off from escape. 
A dozen men ran to the windows and 
hung suspended by their hands until their 
strength gave out, when they dropped to 
the sidewalk and were either killed or fa­ 
tally injured. There were forty persons in 
the editorial-room, and twenty are missing, 
but it is hoped they escaped. 
l a t e r —six liv e s lo st. 
S p rin g fie ld , March 7th.—The new office 
of the Evening Union was burned out this 
afternoon, and the blaze was attended with 
the most sickening horror ever witnessed 
in this city. Six of the employes met with 
horrible deaths, most of them jumping 
from the fifth story and being crushed into 
shapeless masses below. Six others were 
badly injured. 
The fire was first discovered in the mail- 
ing-ioom, and clouds of smoke were pour­ 
ing out of the lower story windows before 
the fifty souls on the upper floor were 
aware of their danger. The flames shot up 
an old elevator in the rear, 
CUTTING OFF ESCAPE 
By the stairway, and most of the employes 
who escaped lound their way to the ground 
by way of the roof in the rear. The unfor­ 
tunate men and women who crowded into 
the editoriai-room met a horrible fate. 
The employes who rushed into the editoral- 
roorn were cut off from escape in the rear 
and had to face 
THE HORRIBLE ALTERNATIVE 
Of burning to death or jumping to the side­ 
walk below, and suffer frightful mutilation. 
The fire department responded promptly, 
but it seemed an age before it reached the 
windows of the fifth story. 
A ladder was put up to the fourth story, 
and the sight of rescue so near seemed to 
madden the suffering group at two win­ 
dows, who dropped iu succession to the 
sidewalk below. Six fell in this way, some 
of them forced off, and some madly leap­ 
ing. The crowd groaned and turned their 
heads away as the poor creatures came 
whirling downward through the air. 
LIST OP THE VICTIMS. 
Killed—Henrv J. Goulding, foreman 
Union composing-room, burned to death. 
Miss G. Thompson, proof-reader, and 
Mrs. Frederick E. Early, of the editorial 
department, fell from a window. 
Mr. Lamson, of Quebec, jumped from 
window. 
W. E. Harvey, of Boston, fell to side­ 
walk. 
Mr. Brown, a compositor. 
The injured are: Thomas Donahue, Tim­ 
othy Dunn, Joseph Witty, G. F. Ensworth 
and Thomas Donahue, all compositors. 
Their injuries are very serious, and they 
may die. 
HOVrTHE FIRE STARTED. 
It is thought the fire started among some 
lumber in a closet on the ground floor. 
The only available article for quenching 
flames in the offices was an old water-can. 
There were no force putups uorfire-huckets 
ot any sort. 
SCENES IN THE STREET. 
A large canvas sheet was stretched over 
the sidewalk. Three men jumped on this, 
but broke through and tell on the pave­ 
ment. 
A woman also tell through the canvas 
and landed on the sidewalk insensible. 
James Landford was standing on the 
sidewalk at the end of the building farthest 
from the comer when Mrs. Farley fell. Ht> 
stood his ground and reached out his arms 
to catch her. She fell on his neck, throw­ 
ing him to the ground senseless. Mrs. Far­ 
ley was killed instantly. Landford was 
soon restored to consciousness, and is not 
seriously hurt. 
M ORE ID LE ENGINEERS. 
The B urlington and N orthern Engineer» 
A bandon T heir Engines. 
M in n e a p o lis, March 7th.—The strike of 
the engineers on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy road has extended to the Bur­ 
lington and Northern. All the Brother­ 
hood engineers and tiremen left their cabs 
at 10 o’clock. The effect is not yet observ­ 
able, because the road does not send out a 
passenger train till 4:15 p. m . At that time, 
the officials claim, the express wi start as 
usual, while the Brotherhood 
.dm that 
the road will not he able to iu„.e a wheel. 
The strike effects about 100 men. 
DENVER AND RIO GRANDE MEN QUIT. 
Denver, March 7th.—The strike on the 
Burlington to-day threatens to extend to 
the engineers and firemen on the Denver 
and Rio Grande freight yards. From a 
Rio Grande official it is learned that several 
loads of freight consigned by the Burling- 
lington to the Rio Grande for transfer 
to the West arrived at the yards this morn­ 
ing. Orders were issued to have the cars 
switched, but the engineer of the switch- 
engiue refused to touch them. Another 
engineer was sent after them, with the 
same result. The cars were abandoned, 
and the men say they will quit before they 
will move them. President Moffat will 
hold a conference with the men to-night 
for a settlement. 
The situation cn the Burlington remains 
unchanged. The company sent ont a pas­ 
senger on time to-day. One from the East 
arrived bnt a few minutes late. The com­ 
pany sent out three freights to-day, and 
had two in from Omaha. 
THE SITUATION AT MINNEAPOLIS. 
M in n eap o lis, March 7lh.—The evening 
train left on time in charge of the Master 
Mechanic of the road. The 5 o’clock train 
for La Crosse was in charge of a Reading 
engineer. He endeavored, for a little time, 
to start the train with the air-brakes set on 
the driving-wheels, but finally managed to 
get away, amid the jeets of the crowd. 
The strikers say they will not go back to 
work at the present scale of wages. The 
officials of the road say they anticipate no 
difficulty in tilling the strikers’ places; 
that the latter had no grievances, but sim­ 
ply went out to help their brethren. 
The Omaha road has discontinued its 
sleeper service to Kansas City. As its cars 
run from Council Biuffs over a part of the 
Quincy system, the reason for this is be­ 
lieved to be the wish of the road to avoid 
trouble with its men. 
THE STRIKE EXTENDING WESTWARD. 
K ansas C ity, March 7th.—The indicc- 
tions to-night are that a strike on the Kan­ 
sas City, Fort Scott and Gulf system is 
inevitable. The Burlington road to-day 
notified ail the roads entering here of its 
Readiness to resume all business as usual, 
and followed this announcement by push­ 
ing twenty-five freight cars from the Hani- 
bal Division into the Gulf yards. The Gulf 
road has announced its willingness to 
handle the freight, and unless it reconsiders 
its determination the men will surely go 
out. About 500 men are employed on the 
system as engineers and firemen. 
FURTHER COMPLICATIONS FEARED. 
It is the general talk among the men 
here that the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe, the Missouri Pacific, and possibly the 
I nion Pacific will be drawn into the 
strike in a very lew days.

The next day the remains 
were visited, but nothing was found but a 
few bare bones.

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WHO ARE BOSSES. 


A correspondent asks: “W hat do you 
mean by ‘bosses’ '.' There must always tie 
bosses; they are necessary to party man­ 
agement ; if one man is not a boss another 
will be. 
Then why not use and influence 
these bosses instead of fighting them. Can­ 
not more good lie accomplished in that 
way than by contention with them ?” The 
answer Ls obvious. The argument of our 
correspondent would apply as well to ar.v 
vicious influence; “ use hut do not oppose 
it.” 
The difficulty with such reasoning is 
that it confesses the inability of men for 
self-government, and that no man believ­ 
ing in a representative system can afford 
to make. 
John G. Holland declared in his day— 
and he was wise among men as were hut 
few—that “ the prolific source of all our 
political 
corruption 
is 
office-seeking. 
W hen men are sought for, and adopted as 
are candidates for office, it is, ninety-nine 
times in every hundred, because they are 
available for the objects of a party. 
Thus 
it is that selfish or party interest, and not 
public good, becomes the motive in po- 
licical preferment, and the results are the 
legitimate fruit of the motive. 
Out of 
this motive spring all the intrigues, bar­ 
gains, sales of influence and patronage, cor­ 
ruptions and crookedness that make our 
politics a reproach.” 
This was too sweeping, and it was faulty 
in not taking into consideration the cor­ 
rupt political boss. 
It is not true that all 
men seeking preferment are actuated by 
impure motives. There are ambitious men 
who go through life and politics dean- 
hearted and clean-handed. 
There are 
those, and they are ¡11 the majority, who, 
to accomplish their ambitions, consent to 
employment of methods wholly disreputa­ 
ble, and for that purpose form connections 
that in social life they abhor, and would 
not for an instant countenance. 
It Ls de­ 
plorable that this is true, hut it is undeni­ 
able. 
Others there are, insensible to the 
pricks of conscience, and having little or 
no self-respect, who from the outset ally 
themselves with vicious influences for the 
purpose of obtaining jiositions of trust. 
These are bad enough, they assail the sys­ 
tem of free’government and prostitute their 
sovereignty, but they sink into insignifi­ 
cance beside the men who openly keep 
political pawn and broker shops, and deal 
in nominations and votes as hucksters in 
the stalls. 
These enemies of self-govecnuient usurp 
the honorable title of “ leader,” and mask 
behind the name of “ organizer.” They are 
neither, for they assume to lead by reducing 
voting and office-filling, to the low level of 
barter and sale; they buy votes and sell 
them, for coin; they peddle offices and par­ 
tition patronage for gold, utterly regard­ 
less of the inevitable result upon a system 
of free government and blind to the his-, 
tory of venality in early democracies. 
They abominably and shamefully resort to 
corrupt practices to defeat the popular will, 
and stick at nothing to mold it to their ends. 
Greed is the motive with most of these, 
and love of power with others. They 
never have the cause of good government 
at h e a rt; office is to them simply a means 
for bleeding office-aspiring men in the first 
place, and the public treasury in the next. 
They have no politics; their political 
creed is completely covered hv the area of 
a dollar or compassed by the percentage 
they wring from the weak men who per­ 
m it themselves to he bled. 
They are for 
party simply because it is an agency they 
can employ, never because it represents a 
principle in government. They deal in 
manhood as a commodity; they arc iioliti- 
cians to the extent that politics is bread 
and butter to them. They control, because 
men are weak on the one hand and corrupt 
on the other, or neglectful of their obliga­ 
tions to society and indifferent to the pub­ 
lic good. 
They are overthrown when there come 
about quarrels in their own ranks which 
are improved to work revolution; and 
when the people, in periodical great upris­ 
ings against corruption and wrong, find the 
burdens put upon them by these uncon­ 
scionable fellows wholly unbearable. 
No­ 
table instances are the overthrow of the 
Tweed ring, the breaking the backbone of 
the Chicago McGargle clique, the up­ 
heaval that has convulsed San Francisco 
alniiit once in every decade, the result that 
stirred Brooklyn to purge itself 1883, and 
led Philadelphia to rise up in 1884 and 
turn the thieves, robbers, and money­ 
changers out of the municipal temple, and 
which ought to upheave Sacramento in 
1888. 
These are the men, this is the cattle we 
invariably mean whenever we speak of 
bosses—not leaders by right of brain force; 
not organizers by reason of a genius for 
m aintaining forces; not Captains born to 
lead and loyal to |>olitical principles, nor 
Generals commissioned by nature to com­ 
mand, and employing only those legiti­ 
mate agencies in the interest of party su­ 
premacy that are approved of all men. 
Captains, leaders, organizers, loyal chief­ 
tains party must have, ought to have, will 
have; but the boss is an excrescence, a 
tum or upon the party body that must be, 
and will be, excised by the keen knife of 
reform. 


T H E GLASS BA LLOT-BOX. 


There is no invasion of the sacred 
rights 
of 
the 
American 
citizen 
at 
all 
comparable with 
tampering 
with 
his ballot. 
No crime is equal to it 
in 
heinousness. 
It 
strips 
from 
the 
free man the one chief emblem of his 
right as a ruler; it usurps his kingship 
and reduces him to the level of a slave. 
Hence it is that the people have been so 
jealous sf any machinery that renders it 
possible for the citizen’s vote to be nega­ 
tived. 
T hat there may be thrown about 
the ballot of the free man every possible 
safeguard,v_ourj legislatures have labored 
diligently to enact laws that will give the 
strongest possible assurance that a ballot 
once cast shall be reflected in the result. 
But there remains, in this community at 
least, an vulnerable spot in the armor of 
the law—we have opaque instead of trans­ 
parent ballot-boxes. 
There is no reason 
against and every reason for glass ballot- 
bixes. 
In most places where used they 
consist of heavy dear-glass globes, held 
firmly in a stout frame. 
At the East 
sach 
ballot-boxes are the rule, while 
th e 
tin 
and 
wooden 
abominations 
*-e the exception. 
For many years the 
people of Colusa have disiarded the non­ 
transparent box, and substituted a metal 
box with 
plate-glass sides, firmly fast­ 
ened into a rabbit with metal strips, and 
se ured beyond i>ossibility of 
removal 
w 'ihout detection. 
After the outrageous 
frauds that have been committed u[ion the 
sacred ballot of the people of Sacramento 
n this anc past years, it is time now, at 


the coming election, to substitute ballot- 
boxes w ith r5lass sides, and, if possible, to 
procure th e heavy glass 
globe boxes. 
T here is plenty of time between now and 
next Tuesday in which to prepare the 
boxes now owned by the city with at least 
ace glass side, as a temporary precaution. 
The 
law does not define the char­ 
acter of the box—it simply provides that 
before the ballots are received it must be 
opened and exhibited to all present, and 
then locked and not reojiened until the 
hour arrives for counting the ballots. The 
very purpose of opening and exhibiting is 
to give assurance to the people th at the 
box lias not been stuffed. 
W ith a ballot- 
box with transparent sides, the deposit of 
every ballot can be watched, and a venal 
Inspector cannot escape detection if during 
the polling hours he drops in fraudulent 
ballots. 
We need the glass hallot-lxix in 
Sacramento. 
It is the safest, fairest and 
altogether best of ballot-boxes, and every 
dictate of justice demands its use. Susjiect 
the man, no m atter who he is, who objects 
to the process of voting being open and 
aboveboard and in plain sight of the peo­ 
ple. 


A USEFUL ASSOCIATION. 


The association of “ Associated Chari­ 
ties ” has at last been formed in San Fran­ 
cisco. T hat city is to be congratulated upon 
the event. 
We have long looked forward 
to it, and encouraged the effort to effect it. 
Indiscrim inate alms-giving in that city, as 
in all others, has been prolific of beggary, 
imposition and the augmenting of the 
woes of the deserving poor. 
Lack of co­ 
operation between charitable associations 
invariably results in much misdirection of 
charitable effort. 
It fosters imposition of 
the worst form, as pretended mendicants are 
«winging between various charitable asso­ 
ciations pleading that they have had no 
relief from any, while actually accumu­ 
lating money and goods from all. 
The 
non-union system produces also a great 
deal of confusion between charity workers, 
having no communication between each 
or knowledge of what each Ls doing, and 
as a result there is great waste of energy. 
The San Francisco organization has these 
for its objects: 
To secure the concurrent aud harm onious ac­ 
tion of the different charities in San francisco, 
in order— 
To raise the needy above the need of relief, 
prevent begging and imposition, and dim inish 
pauperism . 
To encourage thrift, self independence and 
industry through friendly intercourse, advice 
and sym pathy, and to aid the poor to help 
themselves. 
To prevent children from growing up as 
paupers. 
To aid iu the diffusion of knowledge on sub­ 
jects connected w ith the relief of the poor. 
To provide that the case of every applicant 
for relief shall be thoroughly investigated. 
To place the results of such investigations at 
the disposal of charitable societies and agencies 
ami of private persons of benevolence, 
To m aintain a central bureau or clearing­ 
house of charities, in which such records shall 
be kept as m ay be necessary to ascertain the 
causes of destitution, and for the prevention of 
iraud, imposture and overlapping of reliet. 
To obtain em ploym ent, it possible—if not, to 
obtain, so far as necessary, suitable assistance— 
for every deserving applicant, from public 
authorities, charitable agencies, or benevolent 
individuals. 
To m ake all relief, either by alm s or charit­ 
able work, conditional upon good conduct and 
progress. 
To send to each poor family, under the advice 
of a district conierence, a friendly visitor. 
The first, sixth, seventh and eighth 
clauses quoted are the most important, and 
of necessity bring all others in their train. 
They carry with them the establishment 
of a detective system that, if properly 
worked, will almost wholly prevent fraud­ 
ulent applications, will ferret out the im­ 
posters, and keep the several associations 
thoroughly well-informed concerning itin­ 
erant beggars, and those common frauds 
who travel from county to county, living 
upon public alms and making deceptive 
appeals to human sympathy. 
Sacramento ought to relate itself to this 
new organization in San Francisco. 
If it 
does it will be the meansof saving thousands 
of dollars to the people, a considerable 
sum to the county treasury now annually 
misapplied to get rid of persistent m endi­ 
cants, and will break up rnanv gross im- 
jiositions that have been and are practiced 
upon this community. 


S e n a t o r I n g a l l s has given the hypo, 
crites who sneer at any reference to the 
saving of the Union from the peril of re­ 
bellion as “ flaunting the bloody shirt,” a 
deserved rebuke. 
There is neither sense 
nor reason in keeping alive feelings of ani­ 
mosity between brethren who were unfor­ 
tunately arrayed in battle against each 
other in the late rebellion, nor in stirring 
up any manner of strife th at embitters 
the relations of the several sections of the 
nation. 
N either is there sense or reason 
in forgetting the heniousness of the at­ 
tempt to disrupt the fairest structure ever 
raised to the cause of human freedom and 
the sovereignty of manhood. 
There is no 
necessity to “ flaunt the bloody shirt,” 
neither should there be any fear to call 
things by their right names, 
i t is no evi­ 
dence of hatred or ill will that Republi­ 
cans refer to the deplorable war of the re­ 
bellion and protest against the sentiment 
that seeks to belittle the debt the nation 
owes to the gallant men who fought the 
battles of the I nion.

FRIGHTFUL HEATH. 


Y onng lla r le y 
H o o k e r 
K ille d a t llie 
D epot. 
H arley Hooker, a boy 15 years of age, the 
son of Mrs. Jam es Hooker, a widow living 
at Twenty-sixth and B streets, met with a 
frightful death at the Southern Pacific Rail, 
road depot at about 11:10 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 
The Sacramento local, No. 13, had jnst 
arrived from San Francisco, on the south 
track, and a crowd of newsboys and others 
were gathered around the baggage stand at 
the east end of the depot, where the San 
Francisco papers, just arrived, were being 
counted out to the boys. Xo. 51, the South­ 
ern Pacific train, had just pulled in on the 
north track and Xo. 20, the Stockton train, 
which leaves at 11:20, was being slowly 
backed down ihe center track from the east 
to clear the switch for the San Francisco 
local. The switch engine was at the east 
end of the train and the lookout on the 
west end had stepped off the platform of 
the car to 
signal 
the engineer when 
young Hooker suddenly stepped backward 
upon the track directly in front of the 
slowly-moving cars. Several persons who 
saw his danger called to him , but it was 
too late. The cars struck him and he fell 
beneath the trucks, the two wheels of which 
passed over him before the train stopped. 
He was picked up in a horribly mangled 
condition and carried into the station- 
porter's room. Both legs and one arm were 
Droken. there was a severe wound in the 
right side of his head, and his entrails pro­ 
truded from a frightful wound in the abdo­ 
men. 
Dr. Huntington and Dr. G. L. Simmons, 
Jr., were summoned and were soon in at­ 
tendance, but all they could do was to some­ 
what alleviate the sufferings of the boy 
during the short time he had to live. The 
little fellow bore his pain manfully, and 
asked that a priest be sent for. One came 
soon after and administered the last sacra­ 
ments. The boy remained conscious al­ 
most to the tim e of his death, which occur­ 
red a little after 12 o’clock. His mother 
and brother had not yet arrived and he de­ 
sired the priest to say good by to them for 
him . 
In speaking of this accident officer Tim. 
Lee says that there are a num ber of boys 
who spend most of their time about the 
depot, and he is surprised that more of 
them are not killed. He says they board 
the trains while they are in motion, climb 
all over the cars and comm it all sorts of 
depredations, which keeps him chasing 
them all the time. 


Im p o rta n t D a m a g e S a it. 
The case of H. S. Byarn vs. George Cash- 
man will come on for trial in Department 
One of the Superior Court, before Judge 
A rmstrong to-day. The action is one of 
considerable importance in connection with 
the injunctions issued in the hydraulic 
m ining cases. 
The amended complaint 
was filed on the 18th of July, 1887, and sets 
forth that on tue 16th of September, 1885, 
an injunction was issued by the United 
States Circuit Court, in the case of George 
Cashman vs. Amador and Sacramento Ca­ 
nal Company et al., against the plaintiff 
and others, restraining him from tail­ 
ing debris into the Cosumnes river or 
its tributaries; that plaintiff was com­ 
pelled 
to 
give a bond in 
the 
sum 
of $10,000 
to stop work in the Hill 
Top mine and stop running water through 
the Amador and Sacramento canal for six­ 
ty-four days; to employ counsel at an ex­ 
pense of $1,200, and to lose money in vari­ 
ous ways. That subsequently the same 
Court decided that -aid George Cashman 
was not entitled to the injunction. A cross­ 
complaint and answer was filed by defend­ 
ant on the 15th of October, 1887, and the 
whole case will come up to-day for adjudi­ 
cation. 
Plaintiff demands judgm ent in the 
. sum of $6,760 and costs. Messrs. McKune 
& George represent the plaintiff and Messrs. 
Denson and Devlin the defendant. 


A n g elo D o m e n tiu i’s C ase. 
The trial of Angelo Domentini, charged 
w ith a criminal assault upon a 12-year-old 
girl named Mary W iedman, was com­ 
menced in Department Two of the Superior 
Court, before Judge Van Fleet, yesterday, 
District Attorney El wood Bruner prose­ 
cuting the case, and W. A. Henry and 0. 
T. Jones appearing for the defendant. The 
whole day was spent in an effort to secure 
jurym en who had not formed and expressed 
an opinion. 
Mr. Jones subjected each one 
of tile jurym en whose names were called 
to a very rigid examination, and many were 
excused. 
When the Court adjourned ten 
men liad been secured who were acceptable 
to both sides. The prosecution expect to 
prove that the child was engaged in selling 
tickets for the benefit of the Orphan Asy­ 
lum, and entered the store where the de­ 
fendant was employed to sell him a ticket, 
and that while there he committed an 
assault upon her. The defense will be that 
the girl being over 10 years of age was capa­ 
ble of consent under the statute, and that 
no violence was used. The Court-room was 
filled with spectators, mostly Italians. 


M ollie Jones* C h ild re n . 
Since the incarceration of Mrs. M. B. 
Jones in the County Jail her three children 
Kellie, Stella and Edward Chester, aged 
reepective'y nine, seven and three years 
have been in charge of Manuel Strauss and 
Mrs. Kate Cooper, who were arrested night 
before last on the suspicion that they were 
connected in some way with the death of 
the stranger who was found dying in the 
alley between 1. and M, Second and Third 
streets. 
Yesterday it became necessary 
that some piovision be made for them and 
the case was taken before the Board of 
Supervisors. Pending their action Mrs. 
Dr. Clayton and Mrs. F. W. Fratt, of the 
Protestant Orvhan Asylum, appeared and 
offered to take charge of the children, tem­ 
porarily, for a small compensation. As it 
was not desirable to send small children to 
the County Hospitol the Board decided to 
pay $12 per month to the Orphan Asylum 
for the care of the children, and they were 
accordingly sent out there yesterday after­ 
noon.

A n n u al M eetin g—E lection o f D irectors— 
O fficial R ep orts. 
The California Museum Association held 
its annual meeting last evening, Hon. 
Xewtou Booth presiding. The several re­ 
ports of President, Secretary and Treasurer 
were submitted. The two latter were re­ 
ferred for verification and comparison with 
the books, after which they will be given to 
the public. The report of the President 
wss as follow s: 
Sacramento, March 7 ,1888. 
To ttw Members of the California Museum Asso­ 
ciation: In accordance w ith the custom ot the 
Association, I desire to subm it the lollowing 
brief report, as President. I assumed the duties 
of the office hut a few m onths since, and while 
during that tim e I have become acquainted 
w ith i ne purposes and work of the Association, 
I do not feel com petent to treat upon subjects 
relating to the aims of the Association, or to 
offer suggestions witli regard to its iuture pol­ 
icy. Careful inquiry ana investigation, how ­ 
ever, convince me th at the work of the Associa­ 
tion lias been carried on well and economic­ 
ally during the year past. The Art Gallery and 
School of Design, through the efforts of the As­ 
sociation, have become widely known, and the 
increased visitation during the vear past bears 
witness to the popularity of the institution. 
The custodian estim ates that fully 12,000 people 
have visi'ed the Gallery during the year. The 
School of Design continues to receive good sup­ 
port, and is now recognized as an im portant 
factor in the educational system of the city. 
The instructor repo its most satisfactoiy progress 
on the part of the students in the school, a fact 
th at was well attested by the show ing m ade at 
the lust annual exhibition, when over three 
hundred drawings and paintings, ail bearing 
evidence ol careful training, were displayed on 
the wails of the class-room, in m aintaining 
this school alone the Association is doing m uch 
toward the developm ent of art iu California, 
and the mem bers shouid feel proud of the honor 
that m ust attach to its already successful efforts 
in this direction. The ¡m erest felt in the Asso­ 
ciation by the pc-opie will be largely augm ented 
through the addition of the State m ineral cab­ 
inet to the Galleiy, w hen properly clas ilied and 
arranged, as has been ordered by resolution of 
the Board. 
While the donations to the museum collection 
I have been inform ed by the Secretary, have

I n te re s tin g n o d V a lu a b le D iscovery. 
G. O. Hayford, of Colfax, has made a 
most interesting, and what promises to he 
a very valuable discovery in the way of nut 
growing. Owing to observations that the 
nuts of the black oak and the Italian chest­ 
nut were similar in shell and texture of 
•neat, he concluded that the latter might 
be successfully grafted upon the former, 
and last year tried the experiment. He 
grafted a num ber of small oaks with scions 
from Italian chestnuts of previous year’s 
growth, and with the most gratifying re­ 
sults. Nearly every one of the grafts grew 
and attained a remarkable hight fora single 
year. The union between the stock and 
gratied section 
is 
excellent, 
and 
the 
new growth gives a specially vigorous 
and 
hardy 
appearance. 
There 
can 
be 
no 
doubi 
that 
trees 
so grown 
will be equal if not superior to the natural 
stock of the chestnut, and from results of 
experiments in other ingraftings it is be­ 
lieved that earlier bearing will he secured. 
The outlook then appears to be that per­ 
sons having land upon which young oaks 
are growing, may, instead of grubbing them 
out, graft them, and thus soon have a field 
of thrifty Italian chestnuts, without even 
plowing the land. Thinning, however, 
sufficient to perm it the field being plowed, 
would unquestionably increase the rapid­ 
ity of growth and be desirable. A sample 
of the growth made upon Mr. Hayford’s 
premises last year may be seen at this 
office. Marco Varozza, who has an excel­ 
lent farm at Middletown, near Placerville, 
El Dorado county, tried the same thing 
successfully two years ago.

P rob ab ly M urdered b y an O verdose o f 
“ D op e.” 
The mystery surrounding the death of A. 
G. Damon, who was found in a dying con­ 
dition in the alley between L and M, Sec­ 
ond and T hird streets, Tuesday night, is 
not yet cleared up, but enough is knowu 
to convince Captain Karcher and officers 
Franks and Ash, who are working up the 
tase, that the m an was robbed, and thst 
his death was probably caused by an over­ 
dose of some kind of “ dope” adm inis­ 
tered by the parties who committed the 
robbery. Much that has been ascertained 
by the officers is withheld from publication 
for prudential reasons. 
A. G. Damon, the victim, arrived in this 
city on Monday night, and registered at 
the International Hotel as coming from 
San Diego. H e deposited with the night 
clerk, Nelson G. Willcomb, $100 in gold 
and retained considerable money in his 
possession. 
He said he had "been at 
work as a carpenter on the big nam e at 
San Diego, which is being constructed by 
Carle it Croly, of ¿his city. On Tuesday 
morning, before leaving the hotel, he askeil 
Mr. Willcomb for his money, saying he 
was going out to “ take the "town in ” a 
little. Willcomb told him if he was going 
out for that purpose he had better leave his 
money in the safe, hut he intimated that he 
was able to take care of it. 
W hen the 
clerk asked him if he should take the 
charge for his room out of one of the $20 
pieces he said that he had plenty of small 
change, and drew out of his pocket a hand­ 
ful of gold and silver, out of which he paid 
his bill. Mr. Willcomb savs he must have 
had at that time from $175 to $200. As 
stated in our report of yesterday morning, 
when Damon was picked up he had in his 
pockets only two dollars in silver, and that 
was in his right-hand vest pocket, while 
his purse, which was in another pocket, 
contained no money at all. The night 
clerk 
says 
that Damon 
commenced 
drinking 
some 
the 
night 
of 
his 
arrival and expressed a desire to go out and 
have a “ little run.” 
When he left the 
hotel on Tuesday morning be said he would 
come back and sleep in the same room that 
night, but he did not return. 
Damon was seen on .1 street on Tuesday, 
about noon, by J. T. Walsh, 
steward 
at the County Hospital, who had known 
him when he worked as a carpenter around 
Auburn and Clipper Gap. He was then in 
the company of a man named Gira.d and 
was apparently sober. Mr. Walsh says he 
was always known in that section as a 
hard-working, inoffensive man and one not 
likely to get into any trouble. 
At 8 o’clock last evening Dr. White, 
Superintendent of the County Hospital, 
made a post-mortem examination of the 
deceased. His lungs, heart, liver and kid­ 
neys were all found to be in a normal con­ 
dition. The stomach was also in good or­ 
der, but its contenls will have to be analyzed 
in order to ascertain whether or not death 
was caused bv poison. For this purpose it 
was immediately sealed up in a glass jar 
and will be submitted to a chemist to-day 
fora critical examination. 
Manuel Strauss and Mrs. Kate Cooper 
are still confined in the city prison awaiting 
the result of the investigation. The latter 
now has her little four-year-old daughter 
with her, and it is expected that her hus­ 
band will come and take charge of the 
child. He is a respectable railroad man, 
and was absent from the city when his 
wife was arrested. She states that they 
have not been living together for some 
time. 
The time for holding the inquest has not 
yet been decided upon by the Coroner. It 
may take place this afternoon or he may 
decide to postpone it until the contents of 
the stomach of deceased have been ana­ 
lyzed. 
Further developments by the police will 
be looked forward to with a good deal of 
interest. W hen Damon was found, the 
position in which he lay indicated that he 
had been carried to the spot and that lie 
had not wandered there and fallen down, 
and there are other evidences of foul play.

Record-U nion : Just at this time 
we hear a great deal of talk about purity in 
elections, etc. Somehow, I am under the 
impression that there is somewhere in the 
statute-book of this State a provision re­ 
quiring saloons to be closed on election 
days.
